Charles W oy dt, employ ed as en­ 
gineer at the Lem p ice plant, and 
his wife, who reside at 205 W est 
T enth street, had a narrow escape 
from death by a liv e electric wire 
at the sou theast corner of Third 
and K entu cky streets at 
10130 
o’clock Friday night. 
They were w alking sou th on 
K entu cky street, when M r. W oy dt 
stepped u pon a fallen feed wire 
connected 
w ith 
the 
Broadway 
plant that su pplies the W est Third 
street incandescent light serv ice, 
and was knocked to the grou nd. 
M rs, 
W oy dt attem pted to as­ 
sist her hu sband, when she, too, 
stru ck 
the wire, and was also 
knocked prostrate. 
Their cries 
soon brou ght assistance, and tw o 
men who endeav ored to rescu e 
them were sev erely shocked. 
C. C. Lawson was attracted to 
the scene, and, by u se of the tele­ 
phone, had both electric companies 
shu t off their respectiv e cu rrents, 
bu t throu gh an error that of the 
Broadway plant was tu rned on 
again before M r. and Mrs. W oy dt 
had been rescu ed, and then it was 
that they su stained their most seri­ 
ou s inju ries. 
The 
Broadway 
cu rrent 
was 
finally shu t off the second time, and 
M r. and M rs. W oy dt were released 
from the wire, after which they 
were taken to the office of Dr. 
Barnu m , in the C arr bu ilding, 
where their inju ries were tem po­ 
rarily dressed, and they were then 
remov ed to the city hospital. 
A n ex irninatioo by D r. Barnu m 
rev ealed that Mr. W oy dt’s right 
hand had been sev erely bu rned, 
the wou nd being v ery deep and 
one that will requ ire sev eral weeks 
to heal. 
H e also su stained a par­ 
tial paraly sis of the right leg, bu t 
is ex pected to recov er from this in 
a short time. 
Mrs. W oy dt’s inju ries are mu ch 
more seriou s. 
She was deliriou s 
nearly all of Friday night, and D r. 
Barnu m remained at her bedside 
u ntil y esterday forenoon. 
The left side of her face was 
badly bu rned, cau sing almost total 
paraly sis, and also her left arm 
was sev erely bu rned, while her left 
side and limb are partially para­ 
ly zed. 
Ev en y esterday she was 
able to speak w ith difficu lty , and 
it was a hard m atter to u nderstand 
w hat she said. 
D r. Barnu m stated to the D e m ­ 
o c r a t y esterday that Mrs. W oy dt’s 
escape from 
death was almost 
miracu lou s, bu t u nless something 
u nforeseen arises be ex pects her to 
recov er. 
The dev otion ci hu sband and 
wife to each other is said to hav e 
been remarkable, and was tou ch­ 
ing to witness, each insisting that 
the inju ries of the other be at­ 
tended to first by D r. Barnu m. 
Col. Thos. J. Osborne, manager 
of the Broadway plant, made the 
following statem ent regarding the 
night engineer hav ing tu rned on 
the cu rrent after hav ing been re­ 
qu ested to shu t it off. 
“ Mr. H arper, the night engineer, 
was informed of the accident, and 
at once shu t off the cu rrent. 
A 
few m inu tes later some one, bu t 
who it was we do not know, 
’phoned M r. H arper that ev ery ­ 
thing was all right and the cu rrent 
was again tu rned on. 
“ It seems, howev er, that the 
second message was sent to Mr. 
H arper before the v ictims had been 
rescu ed. 
A s soon as he was in 
formed of the condition of affairs 
by M r. W ebster, ou r electrician, 
who had gone to the scene, the 
cu rrent was shu t off for the second 
time and was not tu rned on again

Bu rton, Sedalia, 
M o.,” was referred to as follows 
by Satu rday ’s St. Lou is Repu blic 
W ood F. Bu rton, of H igbee,M o., 
was fou nd dead in his room at the 
Lack^.e hotel abou t 11 o’clock y es- 
cerday m orning. 
A v erdict of 
apoplex y was rendered at the in­ 
qu est condu cted by D epu ty Cor­ 
oner Boogher. 
Bu rton registered at die Laclede, 
u nder the name of S. E. B arton, 
Sedalia, abou t 11 o’clock Thu rsday 
m orning and w ent directly to his 
room. 
A bou t 8 o’clock in the 
ev ening he called a bellboy and 
sent word to the office that he 
wished to be 
awakened 
at 10 
o’clock. 
The bellboy entered the call for 
that 
hou r. 
Shortly before 
10 
o’clock y esterday m orning a boy 
was sent to B u rton’s room, bu t 
cou ld not bring a response to re­ 
peated knocking. 
H e notified the hotel clerk and 
an inv estigation was m ade. W hen 
Bu rton retired he bad remov ed the 
key from the lock and the door was 
easily opened w ith a pass key . The 
dead body was fou nd ly ing on the 
bed. 
A t the inqu est it dev eloped that 
Bu rton was a trav eling passenger 
and freight solicitor for the steamer 
Chester, of the St. Lou is-Chester- 
Cape Girardeau line. 
His brother- 
in-law, H . E. W illiam s, resides at 
No. 46 10 Delm ar av enu e, and has 
made arrangem eots for the ship­ 
ping of the body to B u rton’s former 
borne at Higbee.
